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CHAPTER L.

An Act to amend Chapter eighty-one of the General  Stat-
utcs of 1870, creating the Tenth Judicial District.

SEcTioN 1. Amendment to section 21 of chapter 81 of laws of 1870, defining the third
judicial district.

2. Amendment of section 22 of the same act, defininZ the fifth judicial dis-
trict.

3. Addition of a new secction to said chapter, creating the tenth judicial dis-
trict.

Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. Section twenty of chapter eighty.one of the
gencral statutes of 1870, be amended so as to read as fol-
Tows:

Sec. 20. The counties of W'lnona, Olmsted and Waba-
shaw constitute the third judicial district.

Sec. 2. Section twenty-two of said chapter eighty-one
be amended so as to read as follows: .

Sec. 22. The counties of IRice, Steele, Waseca and
Dodge, constitute the fifth judicial district.

Sec. 3. Said chapter eighty-one is hereby amended by
adding the following section :

Sec. 25. The counties of Houston, Tlllmme Mower and
Freeborn constitute the tenth judicial dlstrlct and shall
elect a district judge therefor at the next general election :
provided however, this act shall in no wise effect, alter or
change the dutics of the district judges of the third or fifth
_]ud1c1a1 districts as now constituted, or the holding of courts
or proccedings therein in the said counties of Houston,
Fillmore, Mower and Freeborn until there shall be dul y elect-
ed and qualified a district judge for said tenth judicial district.

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
